WASHINGTON — Declaring that 
U.S. political choices ‘are laden with 
moral content,’ the U.S. bishops’ 
Administrative Board has issued a 
‘consistent ethic of life’’ guide to some 
of the key policy issues it wants 
Catholics to consider in deciding how 
to vote in the 1988 general elections. 

The board urged voters to examine 
candidates on a wide range of issues, 
from abortion to civil rights, from 
arms control to the U.S. role in foreign 
conflicts, from health and housing to 
farm policy, from capital punishment 
to responsible use of mass media. 

The 23-page statement repudiated 
“the formation of a religious voting 
bloc’ and said the bishops had no 
intention ‘‘to instruct persons on how 
they should vote’ on _ particular 
candidates. 

The bishops’ public policy role, it 
said, is to advocate peace and justice 
and the common good, to promote 
human rights and denounce their 
violation, and to “‘call attention to the 
moral and religious dimension of

- secular issues.’ 


Religious questions and themes 
have been given ‘increasing 
visibility’ in U.S. political life in the 
1980s, the statement said. It said that 
in the view of the bishops, a primary 
reason for that ‘‘is the centrality of 
moral questions for a broad range of 
public policy choices which we face as a 
nation. ” 

Prepared in September and released 
Oct. 14, the statement was titled 
**Political Responsibility: Choices for 
the Future. [is author, the 
Administrative Board of the U-S. 
Catholic Conference, is a group of 
about 40 bishops that meets twice a 
year. It is the USCC’s highest decision 
and policy body short of the full 
assembly of the nation’s bishops. 

The board has been issuing political 
responsibility statements every four 
years since 1976. Im this year’s 
statement it said the bishops ~ 
in this area are sometimes 
misunderstood, 

*‘A proper understanding of the role 
of the church will not confuse its 
mission with that of government, but 
rather see its ministry as advocating

the critical values of human rights and 
social justice.” : 

For the first time, the statement 
explicitly referred to “‘a consistent 
ethic of life’’ as ‘‘the moral framework 
from which we address all issues in the 
political arena.” 

‘The phrase ‘‘consistent ethic of life’ 
was made popular by Cardinal Joseph 
L. Bernardin of Chicago in efforts to 
explain the underlying reason why 
abortion, capital punishment, hunger, 
poverty, unemployment and _ the 
nuclear arms race all share a place on 
the moral agenda of the Catholic 
Church. 

On many of the policy issues it 
addressed this year, the board simply 
reaffirmed or slightly restated the 
positions it had spelled out in its 
political responsibility statement 
before the 1984 elections. 

This year it added immigration 
policy to the list of concerns, with 
issues surrounding implementation of 
the 1986 immigration reform law 
giving new urgency to that area. It

Food distribution 
alleviates need

SAN DIEGO — Local panelists 
viewing the World Food Day Video 
Teleconference at San Diego State 
University Oct. 16 said they believe that 
hunger can be ended in San Diego. 


Peter Meisen, community relations 
director for the Self Help and Resource 
Exchange (SHARE), explained why there 
is ‘‘no reason anyone in San Diego should 
go without food, if they know about the 
SHARE program.”’ 


For $12 and two hours of community 
service, anyone is eligible to purchase 
monthly food packages worth between 
$35 and $40, he said. The food includes 
meat, produce and non-perishable items. 


The discounted price to participants is 
made possible because SHARE buys bulk 
quantities of food at wholesale and below- 
wholesale prices directly from farmers 
and food-processing industries. 
Participants package the food at the 
warehouse, thus reducing marketing and 
overhead expenses, Meisen continued. 

This buying is done for SHARE 
programs in 11 other cities throughout 
the country. In October, some 65,000 
food packages were distributed nation- 
wide, he said, adding that host organiza- 
tions in the cities manage distribution of 
the food. 

Each month SHARE sends three 
million pounds of food to eight locations 
in Mexico and a million pounds to 


Guatemala City, Meisen said. 


San Diego County Supervisor Susan 
Golding, who chaired the panel, called 
SHARE the ‘‘largest private food 
distribution source in the United States.’’ 

She said that ‘‘with all our techno- 
logical advances ... there is no reason 
anyone on the face of the earth should go 
hungry.”’ 

Golding said that world hunger can be 
eradicated by combatting the problem in 
local communities, citing San Diego’s 
annual holiday food drive as an example. 
Last year 87 tons of food were collected, 
she said. 

Michele Delehanty, a panelist who 
represented the ‘San Diego Chapter of the 
United Nations Association (UNA), 
decried the decrease of U.S. economic aid 
to underdeveloped nations. 

“The UNA thinks ending hunger 
should be a top priority in this country 
and throughout the world,”’ she said. 

She cited former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger’s goal in 1974 — to 
eliminate hunger by the year 1980. 
Notable improvements were made in 
developing countries in the 1970s, ‘‘due 
to public action and the private sector,” 
she said. 

Then, ‘‘support faded from 
contributing countries,’’ and in the 1980s 
‘there is no political timetable or agenda 


for ending hunger.’’ In the United States

books for newlyweds

ALCALA PARK — Some six years of 
twice weekly meetings has resulted in the 
publication of resource books to be used 
in ‘‘A Journey Together,’’ a program, 
born in the Diocese of San Diego, for 
newly married couples. 

Father Daniel Polizzi, director of 
diocesan Family Life Programs, and 
Corrine and Richard Warcholick, local 
coordinators of ‘‘A Journey Together,”’ 
joined to produce the books to be used in 
the program. 

‘*A& Journey Together is a parish-based 
program for newly married couples which 
is designed to enhance interpersonal 
relationships between spouses, with other 
recently married couples and with 
established parish communities,’’ states a 
program brochure. 

‘*A Journey Together’ is designed for 
any couple married between six months 
and five years. Six evenings of discussion 
are held. 

Although the. first sessions of “‘A 
Journey Together’’ were held four years 
ago in the San Diego diocese, work on the 
program began about two years before 
that. 

‘“‘We had wanted to help young 
married couples in our parish,’’ Corrine 
said. Marriage Encounter, the only 
program for married couples then 
available, was not for the newlywed, she 
explained. 

‘‘We had thought we could get a 
program from another diocese, but 
nothing with ongoing support was 
available,’’ Richard added. 

The Warcholicks then met Father 
Polizzi, who had also been searching for a 
program for newly married couples. 
“There was not one decent program in

the whole country,’’ Father Polizzi said. 

“Out of frustration, we decided we had 
to create something,’’ Corrine explained. 
The three began meeting twice weekly to 
‘‘A Journey Together’’ 
program. 


Father Polizzi added that the program 


is a response to the U.S. bishops’ 
challenge to renew family ministry, a 
national goal of the 1980s. 

Although the books received an 
imprimatur from Bishop Leo T. Maher 
in 1985, it took another year-and-a-half to 
get the book into an acceptable form and 
find a publisher, Father Polizzi said. 

The program is now being used in 
Hawaii. Many dioceses in California 
have expressed interest in using the 
program, but were. waiting for resource 
materials to be available, Father Polizzi 
added. 

With the publication of the “‘A Journey 
Together’’ resource books, dioceses in the 
United States and Canada will be able to 
more easily utilize the program. 

Three books have been published by 
Buckley Publications in Chicago. They 
are a couple’s workbook, a leader’s guide 
and a training kit for program directors. 
Topics covered include expectations, 
needs, communication, conflict and 
unconditional love. 

Proceeds from sale of the books will not 
benefit the authors, Father Polizzi said.

Now that printed materials are 
available, more sessions of “‘A Journey 
Together’ will begin in the Diocese of 
San Diego. The Department of Family 
Life is contacting pastors to discern parish 
interest in the program, Father Polizzi 


Meantime Father Polizzi and the 


Warcholicks will begin work on a second 
book titled ‘‘A Journey in Budgeting,”’ a 
program designed to help ‘“‘A Journey 
Together’ alumni talk. more. openly 
about money. 

After that project the three plan to 
author ‘‘A Journey in Sexuality and 
Natural Family Planning,’’ ‘“‘A Journey

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Laity’s role 
to defend 
religious rights 


I noted an article (Southern Cross, Oct. 2) re ‘‘Debate 
over lay role precedes synod.”’ It appears to me that Pope 
John Paul IT has been attempting to define laity as -given 
in Vatican II documents and as given by predecessors. 

It is only my personal understanding that Jesus Christ 
himself attempted to separate the roles of the apostles and 
the laity and established two roles. The article asked: ‘‘Is 
the synod to focus more on lay roles inside the church or 
on lay influence in the world at large?”’ 

Every Catholic not in 
ordained or religious 
vocations should read 
Martin Work’s introduction 
to the ‘‘Decree on the 
Apostolate of the Laity.’’ Briefly, Vatican II was truly the 
first attempt to explain the laity’s role. 

Modern conditions in the secular world caused a need 
to connect a spiritual bridge between the ordained and 
other religious vocations with the secular community, yet 
separate and distinct as to roles for Christ. 

While the ecclesiastics administer the temples and its 
services to meet the spiritual needs of the whole 
community, the laity as citizens in the community have a 
special personal.role. 

At their own self-assertions and self-representations, 
lay persons should defend their rights of freedom of 
religion. These-are two separate and distinct roles in 
serving Christ — one is an organized religious institution 
and the other a private citizen expressing his views. 

There is a distinct separation of church and state, and 
no citizen should be denied the right of freedom of 
religion while defending, by his or her own action, their 
respect of moral teaching guidelines. I feel this is the 
purpose of the synod on the laity being held Oct. 1-30.

The Second Vatican Council called the church to be 
both sign and safeguard of the transcendence of the 
human person (Church in the Modern World n.

Necessarily, then, the church must approach every 
moral reality with the critical eye of faith. As The Church in 
the Modern World counsels: 

‘‘Faith throws a new light on everything ... and thus 
directs the mind to solutions which are fully human.”’ (n. 
11 : 

i disease of AIDS/ARC must be met with this 
attitude of faith so that the dignity and transcendence of 
every human person be honored and respected. 

Ultimately the present controversies over AIDS/ARC 
are not about disease or jobs or insurance, as important as 
these and other concerns are. The ultimate question is 
about acceptance. 

A religious question which fundamentalist attitudes 
have been urging amounts to this: Is AIDS/ARC God’s 
punishment for the sins af homosexuals? 


While AIDS/ARC clearly is a disease experienced in 
the heterosexual community as well, many people aim 
this “‘religious question’? only at the homosexual 
community. This ‘‘aim’’ calls for moral comment. ; 

Is cancer divine punishment for cigarette smoking? Is 
cirrhosis of the liver a divine punishment for excessive 
alcohol consumption, or indigestion for too much eating, 
or runner’s knee for jogging, and swimmer’s ear for 
‘Swimming? 

The Jesus who promised to-be with us to the end of time 
(Mt. 28:20) certainly did not reveal such a punitive God 
bent on scourging every immorality he can discover. 

Scientific discovery has thus far testified that if we do 
certain things to the human body, certain effects will

potentially follow. This is biology. But it is not theology. 

The only proper Christian response to the AIDS/ARC 
epidemic is a passionate desire to heal the sick, just as 
Jesus did. 

This posture of compassion calls for a clear negative 
response to any attitudes which call for the quarantining 
of AIDS patients. ‘ 

These emotional attitudes demand that we assess 
carefully our ‘‘definition’’ of what it means to be human. 

It is useful to recall that the Nazis defined “human 
being’? in a way that excluded or inferiorized Poles, 
Slavs, Jews and other supposedly subhuman races, and 
tried to extirpate them. 

Racists the world over deny humanity to those they 
hate, and the victim is redefined as ‘‘not human.”’ Slave 
labor is not slavery if the slaves are ‘‘not human.”’ 

We cannot tolerate any form of such discrimination 
when dealing with victims of AIDS/ARC. 

The May 1987 pastoral letter of the California bishops, 
A Call to Compassion, counsels the morally correct attitudes 
we must all adopt: to be disciples of Jesus with a special 
responsibility to care for the sick, to show them they are 
loved, and to assure them they are treated with dignity 
and respect. 

The supernatural dignity of the AIDS/ARC patient is 
particularly affirmed in the California bishops’ statement: 
“*... We oppose irrational, inappropriate and misguided 
efforts to quarantine persons affected by this virus... .”’ 

The ultimate moral question here is about acceptance.

Puzzling over synod news 


You would be best advised to take everything you hear 
or read about the world synod on the laity in Rome like a 
draught of ice cold water — sip slowly and enjoy the 
refreshment. Under no circumstances try to take it all in 
at once. 

Also, don’t badger your pastor for any immediate 
exegesis, commentary or explication. He’s reading about 
it just as you are. For that matter, so is your bishop. 

There is a hot-house aura about the Vatican Press 
Room that is seen to be at work in papal trips and political 
forays. The reporters tend to talk to one another to find 
out what is important. But if you could see the individual 
reports in the different countries, you’d realize the news is 
mirrored as much by the culture as by the facts 
themselves. 

Reporters, like children, want to know the answer to 
their question as much as they want to hear what the 
speaker is saying. It has become an art form in the United 
States for top politicos (like the president) to determine 
what might be asked and what the best, most intelligible, 
least confusing answer will be. 

The questions asked of our bishops, then, will depend 
as much on what the press corps has already decided the 
issues are as on the events within the synod hall. 

You can expect our delegates to respond in kind. It 
seems unlikely that any one of them will undergo a culture 
change during the month long event. I do not expect the 
mild-mannered Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis 
(president of the U.S. bishops’ conference) to come back 
thundering condemnations or the judiciously logical 
Bishop Anthony J. Bevilacqua of Pittsburgh to speak 
mystical over practical when he returns. 

Pope John Paul knew this well when he asked for 
prayers for the synod. Certainly, the promptings of the 
spirit are more likely in an atmosphere of prayer than in 
contention. Folks who are looking for the synod to 
formulate anathemas or new commandments for the laity

will be deservedly disappointed. 

The synods are learning experiences for the whole 
church — not legislative assemblies, not even theological 
exercises and certainly not spiritual retreats — although 
an element of each — law, theology and mysticism — is 
present. : 

Our American delegates had just about caught their 
breath from the papal visit when they embarked for the 
synod opening on Oct. 1. They will barely return in early 
November to visit their own dioceses and catch up on mail 
when Washington beckons for their annual weeklong 
mid-November meeting. 

While there will be reports and commentaries on both 
the papal visit and the synod at the Washington meeting, 
it is vastly optimistic to think that major changes are in 
the offing as a result. 

The great gift of parenthood is the gift of patience: to 
watch the child grow. The church in the United States is 
growing, too. It is different from my youth, and I expect 
it will be different still for my grandchildren (should there 
be any). Both the pruners and the planters are at work. I 
say patience, and leave the first fruits for the Lord.

During the Sunday morning breakfast 
meeting, Bishop Leo T. Maher told the 
group that the ‘‘Catholic Daughters is 
one of the most powerful organizations”’ 
in the church. He exhorted them to use 
their leadership to influence the political 
system, especially by participating in 
Jericho: A Lobby for Justice in the Cali- 
fornia legislature. 

The bishop stressed the need to bring 
Christian moral content into political life 
in areas such as medical technology and 
economic policy. 

“There are many bills against the 
teachings of the church and against 
human rights,’’ he said. ‘“We should be 
builders of society’? and initiators of 


machines, toys, textbooks and other items 
were delivered overseas. 

Bribiescas also enumerated other 
recipients of the group’s outreach efforts: 
Apostleship of the Sea, priests and 
seminarians; elderly, ill and homeless 
people; and institutions.

‘*a self-inflicted budget crisis ... caused 
support for multilateral development to 
plunge from $2.3 billion in 1980 to $949 
million in 1987,’’ Delehanty said. 

She summarized recommendations 
made in a report by 165 UNA chapters 
and divisions in the United States. It 
called for agricultural development in 
Third World Countries to be supported 
within those nations and from interna- 
tional sources. This will produce larger 
export markets for the U.S. farmer, 
Delehanty said. 


She emphasized the importance of 
distributing emergency food through 
targeted feeding stations, food coupons 
and food subsidies. 

Dr. Paul Strand, professor of social 
sciences at SDSU, reported that 12.3 
percent — a total of nearly 95,000 — 
households in San Diego County have 
difficulty affording food. 

He assisted in conducting a telephone 
survey in which members of 1,064 
households responded to questions. 

The survey found the highest 
frequency of hunger problems among the 
black population. Over 29 percent of 
blacks and 16 percent of Hispanic 
households indicated the concern, Strand 
said. 

Those who noted the problem gave 
sources of food assistance they use.

Sisters begin ecumenical

LOS ANGELES — Two Sisters of 
Social Service have launched an 
organizing effort throughout the state of 
California to build an interfaith lobby for 
justice at the state level. 

Residents of Los Angeles, Sisters Sheila 
Walsh and Deborah Lorentz came to San 
Diego earlier this month to describe the 
work of Jericho: A Lobby for Justice. 

The decision to organize the lobby was 
made at the 1986 chapter meeting of the 
Sisters of Social Service, Sister Walsh 
explained in a telephone interview with 
the Southern Cross. It was a unanimous 
decision, she noted. 
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53 percent said they obtained help from 
relatives, and 35 percent from friends and 
neighbors. Other forms of aid came 
through food stamps, agencies and 
religious organizations. 

A teleconference, which originated in 
Washington, D.C., preceded the 
discussion by local panelists. 

Maureen Bunyan, co-anchor of CBS 
Eyewitness News, questioned four 
panelists on the causes and solutions of 
world hunger. 

Panelists were Ann Kanken, assistant 
commissioner of agriculture in 
Minnesota; Hernando DeSoto, an 
economist from Peru; John Gatu, vice 
president of the All African Conference of 
Churches; and Torild Skard, director 
general of the Multilateral Department of 
the Royal Norwegian Ministry of 
Development Cooperation. 

Skard said that worldwide hunger 
results from unjust international policies 
and internal injustices in developing 
countries. 


DeSoto said that Peru’s government 
and laws are underdeveloped — not its 
people. The executive branch ofthe 
government makes over 27,000 rules each 
year. It took a lawyer 289 days to register 
.a small garment business in Peru. Nearly 
seven years are required for a Peruvian 
migrant family to obtain land from the 
government. 


Since then, Sister Walsh has been 
working with Sister Lorentz to recruit 
lobbyists and supporters among people of 
all faiths. 

She has served for nine years as chief 
social welfare lobbyist for the California 
Catholic Conference of Bishops. ‘“This 
effort actually represents a return to our 
roots for our order,’’ Sister Walsh said, 
noting that the order’s foundress in 
Hungary was the first woman elected to 
parliament in that country in the early 
years of this century. 

Sister Walsh, who has a master’s 
degree in social work from Catholic 
University in Washington D.C., said the 
lobby will be significant for several 
reasons. ““The church’s social justice

DeSoto illustrated how Peruvians and 
Third World countries sidestep this 


structure by ‘‘using illegal means to 


accomplish legal objectives.’’ Although 
‘‘they don’t have access to entitlements, 
they informally’’ appropriate government 
lands and manufacture and export goods, 
he said. 


These sexist attitudes come from ‘‘male 
dominated western societies,’’ she said. 

Kanken: blamed the Reagan 
administration for the plight of farmers in 
the United States and in developing 
countries. To compete in the internation- 
al market, he ‘‘drastically reduced the 
price of raw food products. This riddled 


the heartland of our country’’ and left 
developing countries with little incentive 
to produce their own food, she said. 


The group ‘suggested strategies to 
stem the problem of world hunger. 


“‘We must be production and supply 
oriented and produce enough food for 
domestic and international markets,”’ 
Kanken said. 


DeSoto called for discussion on an 
international level and government 
reforms in developing nations. 


Kanken pointed to a coalition of farm 


organizations, hunger groups and a black 
caucus to lobby for legislation. 


justice lobby for state 


encyclicals, issued in the last 100 years, 
make it clear that it is not enough to feed 
the hungry. We must also work to change 
the systems which contribute to hunger 
and poverty.”’ 

California is a pivotal state in terms of 
political trends, Sister Walsh said, so it is 
particularly noteworthy that this lobbying 
effort for legislation — which would help 
the poor and disenfranchised — should 
begin in California. 

While the statewide lobby will be 
modeled after NETWORK, the national 
Catholic lobby for social justice issues, it 
will not be identical. Sister Walsh 
describes Jericho as an interfaith grass 
roots movement to influence state 
legislators with regard to legislation which 
affects the poor in California. 

The lobby will provide education on 
current issues and lobbying skills, a 
method of monitoring state legislation 
and informing the public about which 
legislation requires their influence, and a 
platform from which the needs of the poor 


can be addressed. 

The group chose the name Jericho after 
many hours of prayerful Scripture 
reflection. ‘‘We see in the book of Joshua 
how the cry of the people caused the walls 
to fall down after seven days, and we see 
that the Good Samaritan was on his way 
to Jericho when he stopped to help the 
injured traveler,’’ Sister Walsh said. 


The lobby will concentrate its efforts on 
issues that unite people of the Judeo- 
Christian tradition, she added. 

People of faith do not have the option to 
remain silent in the political arena, she 
said. ‘‘People of faith need to be involved 
in every arena of life. That includes just 
legislation.’’

concerns in 1984 but has received less: 
attention since then. 

Listing, in alphabetical order, key 
“issues which we believe are important in 
the national debate during 1988,’’ the 
board said: 

© On abortion, ‘‘the right to life is the 
most basic human right, and it demands 
the protection of law.’’ The statement 
urged a constitutional amendment to 
restore ‘‘the right to life for the unborn 
child’’ and rejected any public funding of 
abortion. 

© Capital punishment brings with it 
“‘erosion of respect for life in our 
society,’’ is discriminatory in _ its 
application, and its use should be 
rejected, the statement said. 

® On civil rights, it said, continuing 
discrimination because of sex, race, 
ethnic background or age ‘“‘constitutes a 
grave injustice and affront to human 
dignity. It must be aggressively resisted.”’ 

© On the economy, it said, principles 
spelled out in the bishops’ 1986 national 
pastoral, ‘‘Economic Justice for All,”’ 
should ‘‘guide’’ U.S. economic life. 
Creation of jobs with adequate pay 
remains ‘‘the most urgent priority’’ of 
domestic economic policy, and the 
minimum wage should be raised, it said. 
Poverty in the United States ‘‘is a social 
and moral scandal,’’ and dealing with it 
“is not a luxury. ... It is a moral 
imperative.’’ Concern for the poor must 
be a guiding principle in foreign 
economic policy, it said. 

¢ On education, funding should be 
aimed at adequate opportunities for all, 
with special targeting to improve 
education for the poor and with 
“‘equitable tax support’’ for private as 
well as public schools so that parents can 
freely choose their children’s schools, the 
statement-said. 

e Family life ought to be supported 
and defended by public policy and should 
be a key point of reference for evaluating 
‘* all programs, policies and services,’’ it 
said. 


@ On food and agriculture, it said, 
foreign and domestic policies should aim 
at securing the basic “‘right to eat.’’ 
Policies should promote ‘‘small and 
moderate-sized family farms’’ and help 
preserve natural resources. ‘‘We support 
legislation to protect the rights of farm 
workers,’’ it added. 

e “Health care is a basic human 
right,’’ it said, and a ‘‘national health 


insurance program’’ would be the best 
way to assure adequate access to health 
care for all. 

¢ Housing is also ‘‘a basic human 


right,’ and more of the nation’s 
resources should be devoted to adequate 
housing for all. 

@ On human rights around the world, 
U.S. policy should ‘‘strengthen’ and 


expand international mechanisms’’ to: 


protect rights, and ‘‘greater weight’’ 
should be given to rights concerns in the 
conduct of U.S. foreign policy. 

¢ On immigration and refugee policy, 
priorities include resolving the fate of 
resident undocumented aliens who do not 
qualify for amnesty under the 1986 
immigration law, improving working and 
living conditions of migrant workers, 
dealing with refugees in ‘‘a spirit of 
generosity,’’ and establishing a ‘‘safe- 
haven policy’ for ‘‘people who are in 
temporary need of) special 
consideration.’’ 

© On thé mass media, the statement 
said that after an era of massive deregula- 
tion, new legislation is needed to ‘‘restore 
the public accountability of broadcasters, 
cable operators and others who use the 
public resource of the airwaves.’’ The 
bishops want electronic distribution of 
indecent or pornographic materials 
limited to the extent legally possible, and 
they oppose contraceptive advertisements 
or public service announcements as an 
infringement of ‘‘the right of parents to 
teach their children about responsible 
sexuality.”’ 

© On regional conflicts in Central 
America, the Middle East and southern 
Africa, the board repeated moral 
concerns spelled out in previous political 
responsibility statements. 

On Central America, the board called 
for a negotiated political settlement, 
ruling out outside military intervention or 
assistance and calling for resolution of 
human rights and economic problems as a 
basic need for peace in the region. 

On the Middle East, it reiterated the 
bishops’ concern for protection of human 
and religious rights and the need to 
develop a ‘‘long-term resolution’’ to the 
deep conflicts dividing the region. 

The apartheid racial policies of South 
Africa have ‘“‘long been of grave moral 
concern to the world,’’ the board said. It 
urged a combination of government 
policy, corporate activity and private 
initiatives to turn South Africa away from 
apartheid. 


Official denies statements against economy letter

ROME — An official of the Synod of 
Bishops has denied he told an Italian 
magazine that he believes the U.S. bishops’ 
pastoral letter on the economy is 
incompetent. 

‘‘T have much respect for what the U.S. 
bishops have done,’’ said Jean-Loup 
Dherse, synod assistant special secretary 
and a former vice president of the World 
Bank. 

Dherse told National Catholic News 
Service that an inteview he had with 30 
Giront (30 Days), an Italian Catholic 
monthly magazine, ‘‘does not represent 
what I think”’ regarding the 1986 pastoral 
letterontheeconomy. 

“*T totally deny to have spoken of 
incompetency,’’ he said Oct. 15. 

Meanwhile, two U.S. archbishops 
attending the Oct. 1-30 synod have 
defended the economy pastoral against the 


critical quotes appearing in 30 Giront. 

Alver Metalli, 30 Giorni director, told 
NC News that the magazine stands by the 
published text and has a tape recording of 
the interview. Metalli said the interview 
was conducted in French. The magazine is 
published in Italian. The interview 
appeared in the October issue in question- 
and-answer format. 

The U.S. bishops ‘‘demonstrate 
absolute incompetence’’ in the pastoral 
letter, Dherse is quoted as saying. The 
interview also has him questioning whether 
the bishops had ‘‘the necessary technical 
support’’ in formulating their positions. 

“The 30 Gironi article does not 
represent what I think,’’ Dherse told NC 
News. 

“I regret that there has been some 
involuntary confusion,’’ he said. 

Dherse said the point he was making in 
the interview was that ‘‘these worldwide 
problems cannot be dealt with only at the 
national level.”’ 
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“‘Because of the worldwide nature, I 
recommend an international approach,”’ 
such as that used by the Vatican justice and 
peace commission in its January foreign 
debt document, Dherse said. 


“This doesn’t remove the validity of 
what the U.S. bishops have done,’’ he 
added, but it ‘‘represents a worldview seen 
fromonecountry.”’ 


The group of advisers used by the 
bishops ‘‘was a competent team, but it 
could have been even more international,’’ 
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he said. :

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Canonists 
call for 
fair labor 
practices 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. — The Canon 
“Law Society of America, meeting in 
Nashville Oct. 12-15, approved a report 
which urges church agencies to respect the 
rights of their employees to join unions or 
other collective bargaining associations. 

“Church teaching clearly supports 
collective bargaining,’’ said the report, 
which also covered church obligations to 
provide just wages and to meet at least the 
minimum standards in applicable civil law 
for employer-employee relations. 

The report, developed over eight years, 
spells out the standards of church law in 
employer-employee relations. Drawing 
from écclesiastical law, papal teachings and 
the teachings of the U.S. bishops, it is to be 
given to the bishops and other church 
officials to assist them in determining what 
church law says about fair labor practices 
by the church. 

About 400 canon lawyers gathered in 
Nashville for the society’s four-day annual 
meeting. 

In another action, the society 
commissioned a study of current norms and 
practice regarding the ordination of some 
married men to the Catholic priesthood. 
Before approving the resolution, the 
membership voted to delete language that 
would have asked the study committee to 
suggest ways in which the practice could be 
“‘reasonably extended’’ beyond its current 
limits. 

In the church in the West, ordination of 
married men is limited to special cases of 
married ministers, mainly of the Episcopal 
and Lutheran churches, who have 
converted to Catholicism. 


Government reverses 
order on free food 
WASHINGTON — The Reagan 


-administration rescinded an order to 
reduce Supplemental Security Income 
checks of those who also get help from food 
pantries and similar charitable works after 
several groups, including U.S. Catholic 
Conference officials, voiced outrage at the 
move. 

The move struck ‘‘the poorest of the 
poor,’’ Sharon M. Daly, director of the 
USCC office for domestic social 
development, said Oct. 16. 

Later that day Health and Human 
Services Secretary Otis R. Bowen 
rescinded the order, which had gone into 
effect Oct. 1. 

Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, USCC general 
secretary, had said the order hurt the 

. “desperately poor.”’ 

The officials made their comments after 
The New York Times reported earlier Oct. 16 
that Social Security Commissioner Dorcas 
Hardy in September ordered the cuts in 
confidential instructions to administrators 
of the Supplemental Security Income 
program. 


Cardinal O’Connor 
to stay on AIDS panel 


NEW YORK — Cardinal John J. 
O’Connor of New York, a member of 
President Reagan’s AIDS commission, 
said the initial activity of the commission 
had been badly managed but said he was 
“thighly pleased’’ with the ‘‘structuring”’ 
going on under the commission’s new 
chairman. 

Although the cardinal had spoken of the 
possibility of resigning, he said during a 
Massat St. Patrick’s Cathedral Oct. 18 that 
he had ‘‘no intention’’ of quitting. 

But he added that he would continue on 
the commission only aslong ashe felt able to 
make a contribution and could give it the 
necessaty me. =

Bishops to be asked 
to knock U.S. policy 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. bishops 
will be asked to approve a statement critical 
of U.S. policy in Central America and a 
national pastoral plan for ministry to U.S. 
Hispanics at their Nov. 16-19 general 
meeting in Washington. 

The Central America statement the 
bishops are to consider calls U.S. policy on 
Nicaragua ‘‘morally flawed’’ and says the 
lives of Central Americans should not be 
used ‘‘as pawns ina superpower struggle.’’ 

About 300 bishops are expected to attend 
the annual four-day meeting of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
and U.S. Catholic Conference. 

The statement on Central America was 
written by the U.S. bishops’ Committee on 
Social Development and World Peace. 
Auxiliary Bishop Joseph M. Sullivan of 
Brooklyn, N.Y., is committee chairman. 


House committee told 
pros, cons of surrogacy 


WASHINGTON — Opponents of 
surrogate motherhood, including Rep. 
Henry Hyde, R-Ill., and Mary Beth 
Whitehead, mother of ‘‘Baby M,”’ 
acknowledged the pain of infertility for 
many couples but urged in testimony Oct. 
15 that surrogacy be banned as a solution. 

But an infertile Montana couple unable 
to adopt testified that surrogate 
motherhood was their only option and said 
it would be unfair to a growing minority of 
childless couples to limit parenting to 
adoptive parents and ‘“‘those biologically 
able to have children.”’ 

The testimony came at a subcommittee 
hearing of the House Committee on 
Energy and Commerce. Rep. Thomas A. 
Luken, D-Ohio, chairman of the 
Transportation, Tourism and Hazardous 
Material Subcommittee, which conducted 
the hearing, has sponsored a bill, with 
Hyde as a co-sponsor, that would make 
criminal any commercial aspect of 
surrogacy, including any transfer of money 
and any advertisement of surrogacy 
services. 


Lack of contact has led 
to vocations shortage 


BOSTON — The vocations shortage of 
the 1980s results in part from insufficient 
contact between clergy and laity and a

growing alienation of women inthe church, 
said speakers at the Oct. 4-9 meeting of the 
National Conference of Diocesan 
Vocations Directors in Boston. 

Other causes cited include lack of 
parental encouragement and changes in 
family and social structures. 

Dolores Curran, homemaker and 
syndicated columnist, said the church and 
family are victims of changes which have 
fractured the traditional two-parent family 
and led to fewer vocations to the religious 
life. 

But she warned vocations personnel not 
to blame lack of vocations on today’s family 
alone. ‘‘When you do that, it’s 
counterproductive,’’ said the author, who 
writes on the family in her weekly column 
which appears in 60 Catholic newspapers. 


World must oppose 
religious apartheid 


VATICAN CITY — ‘‘Religious 
apartheid’’ afflicts the faithful in many 
countries and should be condemned by 
the international community, a bishop 
from Marxist-ruled Angola told the 
Synod of Bishops. 

The victims of racial apartheid — the 
denial of civil rights to believers — number 
some 25 million, said Bishop Jose Francisco 
Moreira dos Santos of Uije, Angola. 

‘*The victims of religious apartheid are 
many more.’’ While ‘‘there are worldwide 
protests against racial apartheid,’’ the 
bishop added, ‘‘there is a worldwide silence 
about religious apartheid which is eloquent 
of universal complicity.”’ 

Bishop Moreira dos Santos’ address was 
presented in written form to the synod 
delegates. 


USCC official: U.S needs 
more subsidized housing 
WASHINGTON — The U.S. housing 


situation is in ‘‘disastrous shambles’’ and 
demands an increase in government- 
subsidized housing and a change in policy 
affecting home-buyers, a U.S. Catholic 
Conference official told a Senate 
subcommittee in October. 

The official, Father J. Byran Hehir, 
USCC secretary: for social development 
and world peace, decried the current U.S. 
housing situation in a ‘‘position paper’’ 
prepared for the Senate Subcommittee on 
Housing and Urban Affairs. He presented 
the paper at the request of Sen. Alan 


Cranston, D-Calif., committee chairman. 
The paper, which the USCC made 
public Oct. 14, urged government to 
“develop a public policy based on the right 
to shelter’’ and to ‘‘form a strategy”’ to 
expand the supply of subsidized housing. 


Schools are still a key 
part of church ministry 


VATICAN CITY — The Catholic 
school system has been weakened by 
“internal doubts’’ about its mission, but 
the system remains an important part of 
church ministry and evangelization, the 
head of one of the largest teaching orders 
told the Synod of Bishops. 

Among the doubts Catholics have about 
their schools is whether they serve the 
church’s ‘‘preferential option for the 
poor, ” said Jesuit Superior General Father 
Peter-Hans Kolvenbach. 

As a rule, he said, Catholic schools 
“‘bring in the best and not the most 
wretched of society.’’ As a result, Marxists 
have accused Catholic schools of serving 
only one class. 

The church should make clear that its 
schools are capable of promoting the 
church’s social justice teaching, he said, 
and show that Catholic schools are not only 
for the elite. 


Archbishop Donnellan 
dies in Atlanta hospital 


ATLANTA — Archbishop Thomas A. 
Donnellan of Atlanta, a former treasurer of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, died Oct. 15 at St. Joseph Hospital 
in Atlanta. He was 73. 

The prelate, noted for his financial 
expertise as well as his social justice 
advocacy, suffered a stroke in May but 
never fully recovered. 

In August the Atlanta archdiocesan 
consultors, an advisory body of priests, 
elected an archdiocesan administrator after 
concluding that the archbishop was unable 
to fulfill his duties. 

At the time of his death he was a member 
of the U.S. bishops’ Hispanic Affairs 
Committee, a consultant to the Pro-Life 
Activities Committee, anda member of the 
Ad Hoc Committee on Economic 
Concerns of the Holy See.

Dear Slave Labor, 

Being an oldest brother I can only tell 
you some of us think that supervising the 
younger kids is our job. In some families 
it is. The tough part comes in 
determining when supervision has slipped 
into slave driving. 

On the other hand, there may be 
something to your sister’s bossing. Are 
there things you aren’t doing that you 
should be? Are there things you aren’t 
doing because she tells you to or will tell 
you to do? 

Take stock of your own act. Make sure 
you are meeting the responsibilities which 
have been given to you. If she keeps on 
“‘directing,’’ you have grounds to 
complain. 

In addition, let your sister know as 
nicely as possible that if she constantly 
tells you what to do, you will never be 
given the chance to do anything on your 
own. Ask her to give you time to 
recognize a problem before calling you. If 
she feels she must bring something to 
your attention, letting you know there is a 
need is better than telling you to do it. 

Also, you need to set up some rules for 
yourself so that you can differentiate 
between bossing (which may still happen) 
and constructive help.

If he is wrong you 
need to let him know what it is that is 
troubling you. 

If you aren’t quite sure how to do that, 
you might want to practice it with one of 
your sisters (if they’re old enough).

When you find something that works, 
pick the appropriate time and try it. 

If you really aren’t sure what it is that is 
bothering you, get some counseling to 
help you narrow it down.

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| Synod delegates focus on movements 


Bishops say movements 
are gifts of Spirit but 


need close supervision

VATICAN CITY — In a synod convened to discuss 
the vocation and mission of the world’s 840 million lay 
Catholics, a number of bishops have chosen to focus on 
the strengths and weaknesses of the estimated 20 million 
who belong to what are called new lay spiritual 

_.Movements. 


According to the texts of speeches and other sources of 
information coming out of the Oct. 1-30 assembly, a 
number of prominent bishops have expressed concern 
about the movements, saying they run the risk of 
becoming a ‘‘church within a church’’ and need close 
supervision by local and diocesan authorities. 


But movement defenders, particularly strong among 
papally appointed synod delegates, describe them as a gift 
of the Holy Spirit which should be given a maximum 
amount of freedom to work in the church and society. 

The new movements range from the U.S.-based 
charismatics, West Germany’s Schonstatt, Spain’s Neo- 
Catechumenate and Italy’s Focolare and Comunione e 
Liberazione to less well-known groups active only in 
certain regions or countries. Taken together, they are 
capable of mobilizing thousands of committed members, 
many of them young people whom local churches have 
found difficult to attract. 

While they vary greatly in terms of spirituality, politics 
and social involvement, these movements share a more 
loosely defined relationship with the church hierarchy 

than traditional lay organizations such as Catholic Action 
or the Knights of Columbus. In addition, those which are 
international say they should be ultimately responsible to 
the pope, not a local bishop or pastor. 

The question of authority was raised most strongly by 
Brazil’s Cardinal Aloisio Lorscheider, when he called for 
““sincere obedience to and communion with the pastor of 
the local church’’ on the part of movements. 

Stressing the bishop’s responsibility to govern his 
diocese, including “‘everything concerning worship and 
the apostolate,’’ the cardinal strongly emphasized that 
“parallel pastoral activity must be avoided.’’ He 
complained that some movements are guided by 
directives from their own leaders and do not respond to 
the initiatives of the local diocese or country. 

Movements must not see themselves as 
“‘self-sufficient,’’ nor judge non-members as ‘‘not 
authentic Christians,’’ Cardinal Lorscheider warned. 

Cardinal Carlo Martini of Milan, Italy, who has 
experienced friction with the Comunione e Liberazione 
movement based in his city, emphasized that the local 
thurch is where ‘‘discernment’’ of new movements must 
take place. 

While canon law allows lay people to form associations, 
there is no guarantee such groups are inspired by the 
Gospel and Christianity, he said. Therefore movement 
members must ‘‘allow themselves to be assisted in 
understanding better the ways of the Lord for the service 
of the one church.”’ 

On the other side of the issue were papally appointed 
synod delegates such as Bishop Eugenio Corecco of 
@ugano, Switzerland, who told the assembly the 
particular ‘‘charisms’”’ or gifts of a movement must not be 
subordinated to the institution.

Pastors have the ‘“‘right and the duty to judge the 
authenticity of charisms,’’ he said, but above all they 
must not ‘‘extinguish them.” 


And while several bishops spoke of the importance of 
the parish and the need for groups and movements to 
work within the parish, Bishop Corecco argued a parish 
has no ‘‘theological reality on its own, but (is) only one 
facet of the total eucharistic community.”’ 


A particular charism may be bestowed within a parish, 
or within another community which is non-parochial, he 
said. ‘‘All these realities have the same ecclesial and 
constitutional dignity.”’ 


Bishop Paul Cordes, vice president of the Pontifical 
Council for the Laity and a strong defender of the new 
movements, compared current tensions between local 
churches and movements with tensions in the 13th 
century between local churches and the new mendicant 
orders such as the Franciscans. 

Bishops must deal with movements from a spiritual 
perspective, not a political one, he said. Since pastors and 
movements are servants of the same Spirit, a pastor would 
‘‘deprive himself of his own legitimacy if he scorned in 
others the same Spirit which gives him power,’’ he added. 

Tensions are bound to exist, Bishop Cordes said, 
because ‘‘‘new wine’ has always put old wineskins into 
crisis.”’

Striking a middle ground was Bishop Dario Castrillon 
Hoyos of Pereira, Colombia, who told a Vatican press 
conference that a movement has its own ‘‘soul or 
charism’’ which cannot be limited by diocesan 
boundaries. 

“Tf a charism goes beyond a diocese, it needs the 
guidance’’ of the pope, he said. But when it comes to 
activities in a particular place, ‘‘the bishop must make the 
decision on local pastoral action that is suitable,’’ he 
added. 

In the midst of this ‘‘debate,’’ which was an 
increasingly prominent theme during the second week of 
the general assembly, some delegates such as Msgr. 
Alvaro del Portillo, prelate of Opus Dei, sought to remind 
their fellows that the vast majority of the laity do not 
belong to any associations or movements.
